SUMMEIi PASTURAGE. 


The Appreciating; Value, of Monntnln 


The renting of Summer ranges to own- 


*n of cattle and sheep is becoming each 
yew a more important business In the 
Truckee Basinr The Truckee Republican 
•ays "better Summer pasturage cannot be 
found on the coast than that afforded by 
this mountain region.' That values are yet 
undetermined and that the business it still 
in its infancy, is shown by the. rapidly in- 
creased prices obtained for given ranges. 
One body of land that rented last ye-i for 
$100, rents this year for $500, and similar 
advances are noted in many instances. 
We are having an exceptionally late Spring 
•nd feed will be finer than usual this Sum- 
mer. But this has little or nothing to do 
with the advance on price of ranges. 
The 


demand is constantly increasing. Agricul- 
tural development, the reclamation of foot* 
hill lands, and the rapid conversion of all 
valley lands into farmo is constantly cir- 
cumscribing the stock ranges. Flocks and 
herds are forced out of the valleys earlier 
in the Spring and must remain in the 
mountain* as late as possible in the Fall, 
The possession of good mountain ranges is 
absolutely necessary to the owner of cattle 
or iheep. Until four or five yean ago lit- 
tle attention was paid to tbe owners of 
mountain lands. 
Jumping ranges was 


Considered perfectly legitimate, where lands 
were nn'enee'd. 
All this has changed. 


The Courts protect tbe land owner against 
trespassers. The result is that every acre 
Of mountain land will soon have a fixed 
cental value during the Summer months."
